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3 . Detailed Description of the Device

[Means for Solving the Problems] 

To solve the problems caused by a POS apparatus in the 
prior art, the present device is provided with a POS 
apparatus in which various information is input from a handy 
terminal 1 in a restaurant, etc., and in which an information 
management about accounts, totalization of sales, dishes, and 
the like is carried out, as shown in Fig. 1. 

More specifically, the POS apparatus shown in Fig. 1 
comprises a reception input unit 6 for carrying out a 
reception of various guests, a vacant seat indicating unit 4 
for indicating the state of vacant seats and corresponding 
names, and a voice output unit 5. In such a configuration as 
in the POS apparatus, the reception of various guests is 
carried out in the reception input unit 6 , and the state of 
vacant seats and corresponding names are indicated in the 
vacant seat indicating unit 4, and these guests can be guided 
to respectively corresponding seats by using the voice output 
unit 5. 

[Mode of Operation] 

In the present device having the above-mentioned 
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configuration, in the case in which all the seats are 
occupied, some of the guests input information about the 
names, the number of their groups and a desire for non- 
smoking seats, and make a request for the reception for 
themselves, by using the reception input unit 6. 

On the other hand, employees in a restaurant, etc., 
accept orders from the guests while walking around guest 
rooms, etc., and carry ordered dishes to the guest rooms. 
When the employees have found some vacant seats in the guest 
rooms, they input the number of each of the vacant seats from 
the handy terminal 1. Subsequently, the POS apparatus 
controls the vacant seat indicating unit 4 to indicate the 
above vacant seats and corresponding names and allows the 
guests to be automatically guided to corresponding vacant 
seats by using the voice output unit 5. 

Therefore, according to the present device, it is 
possible to rapidly deal with a number of guests in a 
restaurant, etc., without a guide person. Consequently, it 
is possible to remarkably reduce the time that it takes each 
of the guests to go out of the restaurant, etc., after having 
entered the restaurant, etc.
